After  the  war  he  con-, 
tinued  to  serve  the  army  as  a 
civilian  employee  at  Camp 
Franklin,  now  part  of  Fort 
Mead,  Md.,  in  the  tank  corps. 

Later  he  entered  the  garage 
business  in  New  Orleans,  then 
became  a sales  distributor  with, 
headquarters  in  Chicago,  started 
an  import-export  business  in 
Australia  and  finally  returned  to 
San  Francisco  where  he  married 
j Alvina  Soffel  in  1926. 

MRS.  BARRETT  was  an  ac- 
complished concert  pianist  but 
j gave  up  her  career  when  she 
married  Mr.  Barrett.  She  re- 
mained prominent  in  California 
I music  circles,  however. 

Barrett  sold  securities  in  De- 
troit  in  1929,  then  settled  in  Los 
| Angeles,  where  he  sold  securities 
1 and  became  a successful  real 
; estate  dealer,  retiring  in  1952. 
During  his  years  of  business,  Mr. 
Barrett  combined  his  industry 
with  a keen  sense  of  business 
acumen  to  acquire  large  holdings 
I of  property. 


Smothers  Claims  Castro  Regime 
To  Invade  Dominican  Republic 


WASHINGTON,  Oct.  9 (UPI) 
— Sen.  George  A.  Smathers  said 
today  the  Castro  regime  is  mak- 1 
ing  preparations  to  take  over  i 
the  Dominican  Republic  when  j 
strongman  Gen.  Rafael  Trujillo 
is  out  of  power. 

THE  FLORIDA  Democrat, 
speaking  on  a radio  program 
(Mutual  Reporters  Roundup),; 
said  “We  have  evidence”  that ; 
these  plans  are  being  made  ini 
Cuba  right  now. 

SMATHERS  made  the.  state- 
ment while  discussing  the  de- 1 
cision  of  the  Organization  of ; 
American  States  (OAS)  to  break 
off  diplomatic  relations  with 
Trujillo's  regime.  He  said  he 
would  be  in  favor  of  Trujillo's; 
fall  from  power  if  there  was 
any  assurance  that  he  would  be 
replaced  “by  democracy  such  as 
we  have  in  Florida,  or  Newi 
York,  or  Maryland.” 

But  lie  added:  “Let’s  don’t  j 
make  the  mistake  we  made  j 
with  Cuba.”  Despite  the  fact , 
that  Trujillo  is  a dictator,  he  I 


said,'  the  Dominicans  have  been 
friendly  to  the  United  States. 

THE  STATE  Department, 
Smathers  added,  seemed  to  be  in 
favor  of  Trujillo’s  collapse.  But 
he  said  it  would  be  the  height 
of  absurdity  to  let  Cubans  Fidel 
or  Raul  Castro  take  over  the 
Dominican  Republic. 

“Then  you’ve  lost  Haiti,  and 
then  Venezuela,  and  then  you’ve 
lost  the  whole  Caribbean  area,” 
he  said. 

SMATHERS  CAME  out  in  fa- 
vor of  breaking  off  diplomatic 
relations  with  Cuban  regime  im- 
mediately. He  said  he  thought 
such  action  would  help  lead  to 
Castro’s  downfall. 

“Other  Latin  American  coun- 
tries are  greatly  confused  by 
where  we  stand,”  he  said.  They 
do  not  understand  why  the  Un- 
ited States  maintains  an  ambas- 
sador in  Havana  when  Castro 
continually  hurls  abuse  at  this 
country,  “and  shows  contempt 
for  everything  we  stand  for.”

sacred the  Pittsburgh  Pirates, 
10-0,  in  the  third  game  of  the 
[World  Series. 

RICHARDSON,  who  had 
jstruck  only  one  home  run  all 
;ason,  broke  the  game  open  in 
the  very  first  inning  with  the 
venth  grand-slam  home  run  in 
gjeries  history  and  drove  in  a 
record  six  runs  to  wipe  out  the 
pld  mark  of  five  held  by  such 
sluggers  as  Mickey  Hantle,  Bill 
Dickey,  Tony  Lazzeri  and  Big 
Ted  Kluszewski. 

But  Mantle  roared  into  the  act, 
too,  with  a two-run  blast  into 
the  stands— one  of  his  four  hits 
this  pleasant  sunny  day — to 
move  to  within  one  smash  of 
Babe  Ruth’s  all-time  series  total 
of  15  before  70,001  roading  fans. 

The  Mighty  Mite  and  the  Ok- 
lahoma Kik  thus  sparked  a mur- 
derous 16-hit  attack  against  six 
Pirate  pitchers,  gave  the  Yanks 
a 2-1  game  lead,  allowed  Whitey 

«Ford  to  coast  to  a sparkling  four- 
hit  shutout  triumph  and  hung  the 
t|defeat  on  quickly-bombed  Wil- 
er  (Vinegar  Bend)  Mizell. 
THERE  WAS  a big  place  in 
the  record  books,  too,  for  the 
itubby  Ford.  Never  under  any 
pressure,  he  allowed  only  one 
Pirate  to  reach  third  base.  He 
>osted  his  six  series  win  to  tie 
he  mark  for  lefthanders;  made  a 
•ecord  13th  start  a winning  one; 
land  by  pitching  in  his  seventh 
series  equalled  a series  mark. 

It  was  a disastrous  game  for 
the  Pirates,  hoping  to  bounce 
!back  off  the  floor  after  a ig- 
.ominious  16-3  defeat  in  the  sec- 
ond game  at  Pittsburgh.  For 
ithose  rampaging  Yankees  took 
i Tight  up  where  they  left  off  at 
^Forbes  Field  as  they  rolled  up 
[six  fat  runs  in  the  first  inning. 

Before  it  was  over,  they  had 
sent  11  men  to  bat,  piled  up  sev- 
>n  hits — including  Richardson’s 
grand-slam  homer — routed  the 
gum-chewing  Mizell  and  his  suc- 
cessor, Clem  Labine,  and  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  ended  the 
ball  game  after  35  riotous  min- 
ites  of  play.
